Their opponents retaliate that 1911, 
loiz. and Hols, two of which years they 
were allowed to select in arriving at 
profits, were very guod years for shipping, 
that the shipping trade in 1914 was on 
the verge of a periodical slump, from 
which the war saved it, that with the 
extra 20 per cent, allowed them over pre- 
war years they are being generously 
trented, und that no ‘one deserves any 
sympathy when they try to us@thoir coun- 
try’s misfortune for their own pecuniary 
advantage. 

All this ig very true, but it is beside 
the mark. Shipping is a fluctuating 
tradv, with periodiext good and bad 
periods, During the bad periods the 
public benefit by low cargo anid passenger 
rates, and the Government take po in- 
terest in the concern. During good times 
rates increase and the public kick. 

An analysis of any large regular ship- 
ping concern will show that but for the 
goed years profits would he impossible, 
and that during the lean periods they 
are lable to substantial losves, whieh 
would compel them. were it not for the 
knowledge that another good time is com- 
ing, seriously tu curtail the facilities 
given to the merchants and travelling 
public. You cannot attract capital to a 
venture unless you can give a satisfac- 
tory return, and shipowning: rust pay

The real point at issue now is, What 
are oprefits?’’ A shipowner  conorm 
must keep on building new ships from 
time to fame or go ont uf the business; 
therefore, when considering the present 
sums carned by shipowners, is it nog only 
fair to take into account their normal 
rane of adding to tonnage and see how 
much extra (its is going to cost them, 

Dake; tor-exnmple, X eainpany awning 
Un passenger vessels, which cost on the 
average £300,000 each at pre-war prices, 
and lot ys assume it builds two new 
steamers every three years. Tako its 
average prewar profit at, say, £200,000, 
and its prevent profit at £450,000. Then 
in thres years if carns £750,000 above 
the normal, On tho other hand, the two 
pew ships, instead of costing £600,000, 
will at present prices cost £1,100,000 at 
least, Consequently the company makes 
£750,000 and Joses £500,000, and if 60: 
per cent. Excess Profit Tay be deducted 
they maka £375,000 and lose £600,000; 
iv other words, they are £125,000 worse 
off than they would be in normal times 
after providing the two new steamers, 
and on the 80 per cent, excess basis they 
would be £350,000 to the bad. 

The example chosen certainly deals 
with expensive ships, where cach in- 
dividual unit involves a large eum. But 
the cost of lower-class veagela has also 
risen out of knowledge; and not only 
that, but the.

JAPAN AND THE WAR. - 


Tue statement which appeared a few days 
ago in the Vette Journal, of Paris that 
Japanese troops were to be dispatched to 
the Russian front is now declared to be 
devoid of foundation. It is suggested 
that the report was spread by the agents 


of the enemy with the object of orcating | 


a sense of disappointment when it was, 
discovered to be untrue, and of provoking 
discussion, and finally diss{nsion, na to 
the pary which each of. the Allied nations 
is pluying in the war. The news was 
certainly caleulated to produce a feoling 
of confidence in the result of the struggle 


| which js now taking place on’ the Russo- 


Roumanian front. When discussing the 
débdcle in Galicia in our issue of the 
ist instant, we remarked that the splendid 
servievy rendered by the British armouréd 
cars in covering the Russian retreat 
suggested that au greater infuston of 
Allied troops would be of the utmost 
value in restoring the morale of the 
Russiun Armies. In the event of this 
policy being adopted Japan would appear 
to be the nation best suited to carry it 
into effect, because ‘sho haa no other call 
upon ber bighly-trained troops, and it 
has long been understood that she was 
perfectly ready, if required, to dispatch 
a {oroe to Eutope for active service. “The 
provision of the necessary transport, how- 
ever, resented 2 difkeulty which was 
considered to outweigh the advantages of 
any addition! te the inan-power of -the 
Allies. By the’ employment of. the. 
Trans-Siberian Railway, of course, the 


demands pon shipping would be reduced |.
